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Tax Rate Probably Same; Finance Committee 


Approves Fire Truck, New Dump, All B.P.W 
Articles; Disapproves Collection Of Garbage 


Unless Andover’s town meeting 
goes haywire—and Andover’s town 
meetings don’t often do that—the 
tax rate ‘will be no higher this year 
than it was last. Tf the meeting ‘fol- 
lows the finance committee’s recom- 
mendations exactly, the rate may 
be about the thirty dollar level ofa 
year ago. 

The committee is recommending 
appropriations of $678,385.43 for 
1941 as against last year’s actual 
appropriations of $668,869.28 or an 
increase of $9516.15. It estimates 
an increase in valuation of $150,000, 
and this is probably a ‘bit on the 
conservative side. 

Departmental budgets approved 
totalled $622,663, whereas last year 
the committee approved about 
$617,000. Of particular interest was 
the refusal to grant the $500 in- 
crease requested by the moth su-

Andover’s Expense Accounts Kept 
Well In Check In Last Decade 


Andover’s annual appropriations 
have increased less than half as 
much as its population over the 
last ten years, according to figures 


compiled by statistically minded 
selectman Roy BH. Hardy recently. 
The population has increased 11.6 
percent while appropriations have 
increased only 5.5 percent. An- 
dover’s official 1940 census popula- 
tion was 11,122, as compared to 
the 1930 figure of 5.5 percent. 

Relief appropriations have in- 
creased ($50,000 in the last ten 
years, most of this being traceable 
to the new Old Age assistance laws. 
School appropriations have in- 
creased $35,000. Debt service, 
despite the building of the new 
school plant, has decreased $27,000 
in that period, and all other de- 
partments lumped together are 
down $13,000. 

A large part of ithe tax increase 
in that period has ‘been caused by 


the valuation decrease from $17,- 
063,808 to $16,756,782. The 1930 
rate was $25.90 and the 1940 rate 
$30.00. Appropriation figures com- 
piled by Mr. Hardy are $441,700 
for 1930 and $472,700 for 1940, 
these totals being the amount to 
be raised by taxation. Had the 
valuation not decreased because of 
the state law exempting machinery 
used in manufacture, the 1940 tax 
rate, on the 1930 valuation, would 
have ‘been only about $28.00. In- 
creased . dwelling valuation and 
personal property valuation in the 
past decade would have further re- 
duced it so that it would have been 
close to the 1930 rate.

The Ambulance Problem 


In its preliminary budget request 
this year ithe fire department asked 
for enough additional money to 
pay for two extra permanent men. 
the depariment’s argument mainly 
was that there are so many am- 
bulance calls, necessitating the ab- 
sence from the sitation of a regular 
driver, that at times when ithe fire 
engines are called out, there are 
not sufficient drivers to man all 
the trucks. And that sounds like 
a good argument: when we have 
a fire, we do like the trucks to get 
out, don’t we? 

Last year the ambulance was out 
about 500 times. Of course on many 
of those occasions no difficulty 
presented itself, because no fire 
came along to require the engines 
to go out. But if both ambulances 
were out on calls, and if a serious 
fire happened at the same time, 
there would be a truly unfortunate 
situation under the present set-up. 

Extra men would of course 
remedy this possible trouble, but 
an annual extra expenditure of 
$3,000-$4,000 should be avoided if 
there is any other way out of it. 
That annual expenditure would buy 
a new ladder truck in four years 
or so. 

Let us analyze a supposed case. 
A driver is out with the ambulance 
taking a sick person to the hospi- 
tal. The fire alarm rings. One driver

gets in the new pump and off he 


goes; another starts the old ladder 
truck percolating, and if luck is 
with him, off he goes, too. How 
about the other engine? The call 
men are arriving, awaiting trans- 
portation to the fire, but there’s no 
one to drive the engine; the 
driver’s out in the ambulance. May- 
be the chief or the deputy hops 
aboard and drives it off; it arrives 
at the fire and has to be left un- 
guarded, for certainly the heads of 
the department have to be at the 
fire and not out in the street with 
the engine. 


Two thoughts occur. Wouldn’t it 
be a good idea to teach the call- 
men how to drive a piece of appar- 
atus in case they are needed? It 
wouldn’t seem too intricate a job, 
and there’s no doubt but that our 
callmen could do it. They'll be reg- 
ular men some day, and the exper- 
ience won't hurt them. Then if the 
ambulance were out, a callman 
could take out the other engine and 
stay with it at the fire. Certainly 
this would be a better plan than 
to put on extra men to hang around 
a good part of ithe year doing 
nothing but waliting for the notoo- 
frequent chance that sometime the 
ambulance might be out when a fire 
occurs. If there are any kind of 
rules that forbid this, those rules 
need changing. 


The other thought is this: why 
so many ambulance calls? Are they 
all necessary Certainly if a sick 
ease is not a stretcher case, if it 
would do a person no harm to sit 
up going to or coming from a hos- 
pital, it is absurd to call the am- 
bulance. It might ‘be out when 
somebody really needs it. This 
would lop off a large number of 
calls—and here probably it’s not 
the fire department that controls 
the situation: it’s the town doctors 
who should recommend the ambu- 
lance only when absolutely needed. 
And then there’s another question: 
why should the ambulance be a 
free service for the ordinary pri- 
vate sick case? ‘That’s right; it 
doesn't cost you a cent to ride in 
the ambulance. And yet that is 
just as much part of your treat- 
ment as the doctor’s bill, the hos- 
pital bill, the medicine bill. Some 
will say: “The taxpayers bought it, 
why don’t they have the right to 
use it?” The taxpayers bought the 
snow plows; why can’t we all have 
our own driveways ploughed free 
of charge? The town buys moth 
equipment; why can’t we have our 
private orchards sprayed free of 
charge? The town has pumping 
equipment to furnish water; why 
not have this hhealth-giving water 
supplied free? Where a patient 
can afford to pay for the ambu- 
lance, he should be charged for it, 
just as he is charged for private 
ploughing, private spraying, pri- 
vate water. ‘There’s no valid rea- 
gon why the taxpayers of Andover 
should pay the original cost of an 
ambulance, send out one of its 
regular firemen, call in another 
man whom they pay by the hour 
for the trip, and subject the ma- 
chine to miles of wear and tear 
just because you’re sick. You 
should pay for that private service 
just as you pay for your doctor.

To Whom It May Concern: 

At the present time many peo- 
ple of this community are up in 
arms over the fact that the report 
has been circulated that our local 
school is to be closed. 

This report is untrue and the 
only change contemplated is to 
transport the two highest grades 


to the central schools. Many pa- 
rents are objecting to this and 
cannot see why ‘this: should be 
done. 


I have two boys who have at- 
tended school in Ballardva'e and 
the third one enters school in Sep- 
tember. I have always kept in 
touch with the schools and have 
hardly missed a day that I haven't 
kept track of homework and the 
progress being made in their les- 
sons. When my oldest boy reached 
the seventh grade I was very much 
alarmed ito find that he was not 
receiving as much from a rural 
school as I had received fom at- 
tending city schools almost twenty 
years previous. At thait time I was 
president of the Prad'ee Mithers’ 


Club, a member of tthe National 
Parent-Teacher Association, six I 
thoucht t>at it was my duty to 


call thie situation to the attention 
of the Superintendent of Schiols. 


Mr. Sanborn, who was superin- 
tendent at the time, thought my 
idea of having the children from 
the seventh and elighth igrades 
transported to the central schools, 
an excellent one and said he wiould 
take it up with the school com- 
mittee. The school commititee act- 
ed, with the result that the two 
grades were removed to Andover. 

The same ‘tuation existed at 
that time: many parents were 
against it, itihe same as ‘they are 
today and the same old story was 
circulated that it meant the clos- 
ing of the Bradlee School. I have 
made a careful check-up of the 
parents who had children that this 
new rule affected and they have 
told me thaitt they never realized 
what the children were miissing un- 
til they had attended the schools 


in Andover. 


Zi would be one of the first to 
fight if I thought that there was 
any danger of the first four grades 
being removed to Andover. Most 
parents today have at least a high 
s200l education and they can help 
Susie and Johnnie with the work 
‘n the first four grades of school. 


The fifth grade is an important 
one and as methods. change so 
napidly it is important that from 


there on the pupils should be in a 
school with all the pupils of (that 
grade in one room. 

In Bal'ardvale we have two 
arades in one room. This method 
is fine for the brilliant child but a 
handicap for the child who cannot 
gasp as quickly. The teachers we 
have had and the ones we now 
have are excellent and parents 
who have jthe interest of their chil- 
dren at heart should icooperate 
With them in every way; the 
teachers appreciate a talk with the 
parents as ito the progress that 
Susie and Johnnie are making 
with their lessons. 

In all fairness to the schoo] com- 
mittee, how can we expect to keep 
this one grade open when as near 
as I can find out there will be only 


seven pupils in ithe itwo grades? I 
think the school committee is act- 
ing wisely tin this matter and I also 
think that after every parent who 
has a child that will be affected 
by this rule, has given it careful 
study and investigated a little that 
they will readily agree with me. 

I would like to say ait this time 
that I am not a candidate for 
school committee as many of my 
friends believe, although I do have 
the same name as the candidate 
now running for office.
